A Washington special to The Commer 
cial Gazette says as a result of the abro 
gation of the reciproc ity treaty between 
the United States and Brazil numerous 
suits will be brought against the United 
States by Brazilian importers on those 
goods imported since the taking effect of 
the new Tariff Bill. 

Duties have been levied under that 
law, which would otherwise have been 
free from duty. 

These suits will in the total reach a 
million or over, which will be the cost of 
abrogation of the treaty by an iocompe 
tent Democratic Congress, without giv 
ing the required three months notice pro 
vided for in the treaty. 

The claims will not be made by Brazil 
as a Government, but by individual im- 
porters of Brazilian goods. 

The first step toward making the claims 
will be by tiling protests with the Ti

SLOW POISON" 

The Czar Lying at the Point 
of Death. 



Has The Russian Ruler Been Skillfully 
Poisoned by Scientific Means? 



Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 18— Has 
the czar of all the Russias been skill- 
fully poisoned and slowly put to death 
by scientific means in the llands of 
nihilists? Dr..Oeorge F. V. Schmidt, 
the German traveler, now in Minne- 
apolis, has just received secret dis- 
patches from St. Petersburg, which 
throw a strong light on the crisis In 
European politics caused by the im- 
pending death of the czar. These dis- 
patches came written in sympathetic 
ink on apparently blunk pieces of paper. 
The application of heat brought out 
some strange stenographic characters 
which the doctor readily translated. 
He showed these dispatches to an Asso- 
ciated press reporter Monday and re- 
marked that in order to send such 
things from St. Petersburg it was nec- 
essary to doubly protect them by thi 
use of sympathetic ink anil a secret 
code. 

The most sensational matter in the 
dispatch is the iutimation that the 
czar's illness has been caused by other 
than natural means. The doctor trans- 
lates the dispatch to 'the Associated 
press as follows: 

"The czar is lying at the point 
death. The excitement of the highest 
circles of Russia is simply tremendous.

The Greek 
church of Russia is feverishly excited. 
The reiehsrath or council of the empire 
is daily holding secret council. The 
pan-Slavic party Is with the church and 
against the czarowitch, who is a great 
friend of Germany. Should the czar 
decide to place his second son upon the 
throne this would be looked upon as a 
direct insult to Germany and would be 
attended with the most serious results. 
The second son of the czar is very 
friendly to the French, dreadfully des- 
potic and in the highest degree head- 
strong and a strong autocrat. It is 
feared thoton the death bed of the czar 
the church influence will succeed in in- 
ducing him to cull his secoud sou us his 
successor. As this second son is verv 
hotheaded he is sure not to remain
